Because a Balanced Budget means 


far more than a matter of book- 
keeping routine. 


It can offer to government the 
benefits—which every wage-earner 
and housewife understands—of liv- 
ing within its income. 

It can lessen the dangers—which 
every farmer and business man rec~ 
ognizes—of mortgaging the future 
through reckless accumulation of 
debts to be paid out of earnings in 
the years to. come. 


But it can do still more. 


It can bring a revival of that con- 
fidence which alone will speed up 
America’s latent capacity for pro- 
duction and consumption—a pri- 
mary requisite for widespread re- 
employment. 

To Congress the job may seem a 
hard one. But the course has been 
charted. It demands definite steps 
toward economy in government— 
involving the paring-down of swol- 
len political payrolls, reduction of 
overlapping bureaus, insistence on & 
dollar’s worth of value for every 
dollar spent from public funds; and 
emphasis on efficiency rather than 
extravagance in the administration 
of relief. 

All those policies are of great 
vaiue in themselves. And if a sin- 
eere adherence to them on the part 
ef Congress can bring a Balanced 
Budget, their value will be multiplied.

California, during the years of 
depression, was guilty of shameful 
neglect of her war veterans housed 
in the State Veterans’ Home at 
Yountville. 

The neglect, in fact, still contin- 
ues— with heroes of San Juan and 
Verdun sleeping in ramshackle 
fire-traps, and with the old guard 
of Civil War and Indian War vet- 
erans spending their latter years 
in garret rooms and musty base- 


ments, condemned years ago as un- 
fit for human habitation. 

There is promise, however, that 
such deplorable conditions will 
soon be ended. 

Governor Merriam’s budget for 
he ensuing two-year period, recog- 
nizing the justice of the campaign 
waged in behalf of the Veterans’ 
Home by both newspapers and by 
veterans’ organizations, provides 
nearly $500,00 for desperately- 
needed new buildings at the home. 

If approved by the Legislature 


tion will permit immediate con- 
struction of one large new unit of 
modern barracks, and a three-story 
hospital wing. 

Still other appropriations must 
be made by succeeding Legislatures 
if these conditions at Yountville 
ere to be completely eliminated, 
however, as four additional fire- 
proof barracks, a modern kitchen, 
an administration building, a new 
heating plant and other improve- 
ments must be made to give ade- 
quate care to the 1500 veterans 
housed there. 

Ancient barracks, built in they

More than 
600 men, many maimed and crippl- 
ed, are housed in ramshackle stru- 
ctures where they would be hope- 
lessly trapped in the event of a ser- 
ious fire.

California Water Service 
To Buy Hetch Hetchy 
Supply For Distribution 


Plans for the purchase of 150,- 
000,000 to 200,000,000 galons of wat- 
er from the Hetch Hetchy line dur- 


ing the coming year for distribution 
in Atherton, Menlo Park and Wood- 


side were revealed today by Earl 
C. Elliott, president of the Cali- 
fornia Water Service Company. 
“The result of our engineering stud- 
es”, he said, “has determined us on 
the policy of no further develop- 
ment of our own water supply and 
has brought us to the conclusion 
that for the additional water we 
wil need in that area we will rely 
upon the City of San Francisco as 
p source.” 

Water from the Hetch Hetchy 


215.000,000 gallon storage reservoir, 
located west of Atherton, where It 
will be mixed with that supply and 
distributed equally throughtout the 
Company’: area. The new soft sup- 
ply will be distributed by gravity to 
Atherton and Menlo Park and will 
be pumped through two pumping 
stations to reach Woodside. 

The engineering department of 
hte Company has plans underway 
so that the new soft supply may 
be distributed with adequate pres- 
sure to all parts of the system. 

A. F. Poulter, local manager of 
the Company, in commenting on 
the plan, pointed out that with the 
additional supply available it will 
be possible to serve areas Now bey- 
cnd the Company’s limits that have 
had inadequate water supplies and 
that have been severly threatened 
with water shortage during the 
summer periods.

Elephants. 


New York.—The only life-size 
restoration in the world of the 
es baluchitherium—the largest land 
| mammal known to science and 
| which lived in Asia some 25,000,000 
years ago—is nearing completion. 
It will join the exhibits of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

Dr. Walter Granger, curator of 
fossil mammals, and Dr. William 
K. Gregory, curator of comparative 
and human anatomy, spent several 
years sorting and studying 200 
baluchitherium bones preliminary 
to the restoration of this super- 
beast of the prehistoric past. The 
| baluchitherium is described as an 
oversized, hornless rhinoceros. It 
lived in Asia when what is now the | 
Gobi desert was a paradise of 
woods and water. 

So far as is known the baluchi- 
therium was the largest land mam- 
mal that ever lived. It was taller 
than a giraffe, weighed as much 
as two ordinary elephants and the | 
lowest part of its body, resting on | j g 
four massive tegs, was so_ high | 
above the ground that a six-foot 
man could walk beneath it without 
removing his hat. 

Unlike the elephant—which it oute | 
distances in size—and the rhino | 
—which it resembles in appcare | 
ance—the baluchitherium had nei- 
ther tusks nor horns.

Russian Monte Carlo 
Ballet In San Jose 
February Ist 


With its company of 125, includ- 
ing the world-famous ballerinas 
and male dancers numbering over 
seventy, its symphony orchestra of 
twenty-five, and its _ elaborate 
scenery painted by some of the 
greatest painters of Paris, over 6000 
costumes, the Monte Carlo Ballet 
Russe travels in its own special 
train of eleven cars, and arrives in 
San Jose on February 1, to give a 
single performance in the Civic 
Auditorium as the third event in 
the San Jose Concert Series, under 
the Denny-Watrous Management. 

Rarely is a stage production of 
the magnitude of the Monte Carlo 
Ballet Russe seen outside of the 
Jargest cities. It is only because 
San Jose has an auditorium of 
metropolitan proportions and a 
concert management bringing to it 
metropolitan attractions, that mus- 
ic and theatre lovers do not have 
to travel to San Francisco to see 
the Ballet Russe. Col. W. de Basil 
trings his Company intact, just as 
it played in London for two months 
Jast summer, in Paris, and in the 
Metropolitan Opera House in New 
York City, where it returns in Mar- 
ch. 

Three of the most popular and 
spectacular ballets of its extensive 
repertoire have been chosen by the 
Ballet Russe for the San Jose Pro- 
gram. “Les Sylphides” will be the 
first. For twenty-five years this 
was Diaghileff’s favorite ballet, and 
since 1909 when it was first intro- 
duced, “Les Sylphides” has remain- 
ed the favorite ballet of connis- 
seurs, who consider its art imper- 
ishable. The curtain shows sylph- 
like figures dancing in a wooded, 
twilit glen against a background of 
the waltzes, nocturnes and mazur- 
kas of Chopin. The beauty of the 


dancing of the ballerinas in depict- 
ing the mood of romantic revery 
transports the audience into an- 
other world. 

“Aurora’s Wedding” is in color- 
ful, brilliant comparison. To the 
music of Tschaikowsky the ballet ‘s 
based on that master’s “Sleeping 
Princess.” 

“Prince Igor” will close the pro- 
gram and shows an entirely differ- 
ent side of the art of ballet. It is 
taken from the opera of that name 
by Borodine, and is a violent aban- 
don of Polovstian dances against 
the background of settings and of 
costumes by Nicholas Roerich. The 
scene is laid on the Russian Step- 
pes where a tribe of rough warriors 
are resting after the day’s fight. 
They are beguiled by the sinuous 
dancing of voluptuous Oriental 
beauties. Incited by the rhythms, 
the warriors leap into the air, 
whirling, tossing their long bows 
and catching them in a transport 
of exuberance. The young girls 
leap and cavort in frienzy. Finally 
the whole tribe is dancing, carried 
on the wave of a crescendo of wild 
music which crashes in the final 
whirl.
